Address On Faust 



L a u t e r u Slides Depicting 
Drama Of Goethe's 
Faiist Shown 



Dr. Walters, In his address last night 
on Goethe's "Faust,"* gafe a short talk 
oh the context of the second part of 
the drama, and then showed a num- 
ber of slides depicting scenes from 
various productions of Goothe's 
.'.'Faust." 

. "The first part of Faust was publish- 
ed in 1880 and it was not until over 
twenty yoors later that it was com- 
pleted. Tin that • time only a few 
fragments iiad been written. The fact 
the' Goethe wrote tlio secpud half 
wtien he was an old man accotmts for 
sëiùe of the mysterious and tlie mir- 
aculous wlilch pervades the last part 
of the play. 

The allegorical and symbolical parts 
of the piay have always been a stumb- 
ling block to theatre goers, amongst 
Iwitom only a very few will _take the 
trauUe to read a commentery. on 
Fauat before going to see it. Some 
.vproduoers have cut out almost all of 
tiiese allegorical parts, wlilch short- 
ens the length of the drama to about 
.three and a liaU'hours. When played 
4s written it lasts about seven liours. 
Whèn this ls done rationally, it does 
T)a deprecàtii the areatness of the 
poet

We Must Deliberately Seek' 
To Expand Domestic And 
Foreign Markets 

Stating that. In his opinion, the 
world \yhlch. has definltelj' renounced 
economic Intoruationallsm. would con- 
tinue, for many years to come, to pur- 
sue as best courses of modified eco- 
nomic nationalism. Mr. H. Carl Gpl- 
denberg, 'M.A., B.C.L.,' Sessional Lec- 
turer in Economlbs in McGlll Univer- 
sity outlined "The Outlook For Can- 
ada in World TiaUe" over Radio sta- 
tion CKAC last night. Tliis address 
was delivered under the auspices of 
the McGill Graduates' Society. 
' The speaker fa«ganj|iy^>>sbrting; ,that 
"the "world of the prèsMilîTÏày is durèr- 
ent from that of the war era. They 
all seek to erect tariffs to prevent im- 
ports but at the same time to hicrease, 
their exporta. Notwithstanding these 
post-war tendencies there was a .large 
volume of International . "Itade 
through the Action of the United 
States in making large loans to Eur- 
ope. When these leaps ceased In 
1930, economic internationalism, 'which 
It supported, collapsed. . , 

Nationalistic Tendeaoiee 

Following upon this, the interna- 
tional gold standard also collapsed up- 
setting the . inteihal industrial and 
financial economics of nation a ■ and 
catulng them , to bccome|^M|p?we 
nationalisticaÉiaîhnta^^ 
world condi'^p?iSraMdlîSr^ speaker, 
in which Canada is a faster. , 

The economic structure of Canada is 
such that Ker external trade is essen- 
tial, stated the speaker. THe agri- 
cultural provinces of Western Canada 
produce far in excess of potential do- 
mestic consumption an* are. -there- 
fore, concerned principally with ex- 
port trade. • Normally Canada ejçports 
80 per- cent of her net annual 
national production. 

AetlOB ImpenUlire 

The decline in the value of Canada's 
exports and imports from, a total of 
$2.654,000,000 for the year ending 
March 1929, to $886,000.000 for the 
year. ending March 1933 is Indicative 
of world oiwilltlôns. Problems are 
created by ^^^^^ling wld trade 
whicli can oiily be met by raising the 
purchasing power of t)ie Canadian 
people-by adéquate Dominion and 
Piovincial co-operation, supplemented 
by » controUed foreign trade through 
reciprocal agreements, with other 
other coimtries. 

Tlie speaker, In conclusion, express- 
ed the beUef that world trade and 
Canada's role in' that trade, could only 
beirevlved by reciprocal treaties be- 
tw^^iSividual nations or . groups of 
nations. Only until action along this 
line is taken can order be made to 
prevail from the present dislocated 
structure of International trade.

Flavelle Medal Is 
Awarded To McGill 



Leader Of C.C.F. Appearing 
Here Under'A^spioes Of 
McGill Sàcië% 

J. S. Woodsworth, M-P-> and leader 
of the ' C.C.F., will address a mass 
meeting of McOiU students in the 
Union Ballroom Friday night. His 
topic will be "The Student's Role in 
the Cluillenge to Capitalism.'; TTie 
meeting is under the auspices of the 
Labour Club, and will start at 8.1S. 
Sb^. Woodsworth Has made a spedal 
trip to Montreal to deliver several 
addresses, among them, this one! 

Mr. Woodsworth, « native of To- 
ronto, was educated at Manitoba, To- 
ronto and Oxford, Universities. After 
several years in Mission field work bi 
the West, he became Junior Minister 
of Grape Church, hi Winnipeg. He was 
in charge of All People's Mission for 
six years, and secretaiy to the Can- 
adian Welfare League for three years. 
During this time Ills work on "Studies 
in Rural Citizenship" appeared. He 
then' became Director of the Bureau 
for Sscial Research, for the three 
prairie provinces, but. was forced to 
resign in 1917, a year after obtainhig 
the'poa{. For another year he oon- 
thiued iti his Church work, but then 
resigned and took up the occupation 
of longshoreman on the Vancouver 
waterfront. In 1919 he was pleadhig 
i the cause of the workers in Winnipeg; 
in 1920 candidate in the B^.O. provin- 
cial elections, but. was defeated. The 
next year he was bock in Winnipeg, 
and l'an as an Independent Labor can- 
didate in the Manitoba provbicial elec- 
tions. Here he met with suooese, and 
has continued in the politdos of Mani- 
toba. 

Praises AceomplisbmenU 

; Jtopording, to .t ^pufiaBaiSffX 
O.CF. Research Bureau of fieskat- 
chewan, "the able]' and unremiitthig 
work of ' IA>.. Woodsworth during the 
twelve youis that he has been in the 
House has multed in much in the 
way of social legislation, and by his 
courage and, ability he has steadily 
won the confidence of tlie Canadian 
pëople. The consistently, lilgh level of 
his speeches, the absence of pàrtlzan- 
shlp and the sincere devotion to the 
public welfare shown in the House are 
a^betterJ'^lbuj^ltp'Mr. Woodsworth's 
ciiaracter:an<l' Capacity| for leadership 
than anything tiiat could be said of 
him by others. He has always taken 
the ground that the onus of finding a 
solution to the present economic diffi- 
culties, should rest with the Govern- 
ment. Nevertheless, Mr. Wooidsworth 
has not confined hU work to a critic- 
ism of the Oovemment; he has put 
forward his own proposals, the pro- 
posals of socialism, in a House at first 
Indifferent, then scornfully vociferous, 
and now carefully attentive." 

The CCJ*. was created at Calgary 
hi 1M2, in an attempt to -work out a 
ooinmoo program for the different pro- 
vincial Labor and Fanner organiza- 
tions.

Dr. Seng Lectures 
Meds On Sypkilis 

Undergraduate Medical So' 
ciety Hears Story Of 
Dread Disease 



ORIGIN IN AMERICAS 



Baffled, Until Only Recent- 
ly, Some Of Medicine's 
Greatest Minds 



"The Story of Syphilis" vwfffl&ly 
summarized last night by pr. Magniitf 
I. Seng, of the Department on Urology 
at the weekly meeting of the Medical 
Undergiaduates', Society. "Syphilis 
comes on the medical scene with a 
dramatlo aod^mbktong^suddenness 
that no other1i£^^]Su?|iS.» » 
was brought to Europe in 1493 by 
Columbus' sailors on theh: return from 
the-West Indies. . From Italy-it.sprea^: 
rapidly -ovw ihë conùhaot -te^ 
prevalent hi England and Scotland in 
1497. It reached Japan in 1667. 

That the origin of the disease was 
In om- hemisphere is borne out by the 
fact that no syphilitic remains have 
been found in Europe . or Asia dathig 
prior to these dates while ^fsyidiiUtie,' 
skulls and bones of .v unqùwâomMe^ 
antiquity have been found in far scat- 
tered regions of the Western Hemis- 
phere such as New Mexico, Tennesee, 
Peru and ^the Argentine. 

. Claims Attention 

"Because it attacks - ail systems of 
the human anatomy, this disease has 
claimed the ..attention of the greatest 
mhids on medicine," stated the speak- 
er. Albert Durer, . iit^ 1496, was the 
first to study^tte^nffljah tf 
1508 John FétmeSKmmS^^l^ 'Was 
only transfered through breaks in thé 
skin. Twenty years later Paxcelsus 
advanced thef theory' of hereditary 
transmission and was the finst to use 
mercury in its treatment. By the lat- 
ter Iialf of the eighteenth Century/all 
the sypiptoms of syphilis wisre known 
and it could be distinguished from 
other venereal diseases. By 1800 all 
the data that could be gahied from 
dhiical observation had been obtained. 

At tills time John Hunter, by his 
erroneous conception, denied all prev- 
16u8j|theorie8 and threw the medical 
ttsraght of the day into confusion. It 
was not until 1860 that the funda- 
mental part of clinical knowledge was 
reestablished through the work of 
Philippe Ricard. 

Re-examine' Field;' 
In 1903 NiebBhni, Kpffi and . Roux 
found a means of inooulatbig lower 
anbnals with the disease. "Since the 
entire field of clinical spyhllls has 
been reexamined." As a result, a few 
years later the Wasscrman test came 
hito being, and in 1910, ErhlichfS|8| 
covered the preparation on the' drug 
wlilch Is the basis of modem syphlUtls 
treatment, salvosan. 

This discovery wa.? the result of a 
long and pains-taking research and 
was the subject of another paper read 
by Dr. Seng.

With traditional pomp and splendour of the 
Orient Henry Pu-Yl will be crowned emperor of 30,- 
400,000 subjects who owed their allegiance to his 
family before tlie revolution over twenty years ago. 
The new Emperor of Miohohukuo, ruling over the 
formor province , of Mànchurla, will 1»- firmly es- 
tablished in Ills rlgiits both by appeal' to his anoes- 
tors and by the might of Japan. 

Tbus is closed one ohapter of post-war im- 
perialism directed by experienced TV^o. For the 
Japanese there was none of the trumpet-blowing 
and faiifAre to herald moves, no radio speeches 
thtecttehed action and dire results. AoUon, and pre- 
sentation, to the world of an aecompli^iment, EX 
POâT FACTO, was the order of i»oeedure. Shang- 
hai bomixufded before a word of protest could come 
from foreign powers; troops landed in Manchuria 
under the pretext of guarding lives and property; 
occupation of that province and the drive souttawànt 
that linally esMilisbed Nipponese power nnth ot 
the Wall was all mAde before the cumbeixiome in- 
ternational machina^ of Joint (iiplomatic meas- 
ures could be brought to bear. The rape of China Is 
probably without precedent in comparatively mod- 
em times. It is true that the measures which the 
Japanese used were copies of Western imperialistic 
tactics, but at least the white man pretended tbâ>t 
he Had reasons or spôké'of the white man's burden. 
Japan, on the other hand, knew what she wanted, 
took it, and even if the . world does not recognize 
Manchilkuo, Tokio realizes that uobody^will do any- 
thing about it. 

. Today Japànése soldiery supports the puppet- 
sia£eM' ^^ ^:&t;^i : iMirtly Russian-owned : ciîinete 
E^!er^lan!^^,^'and is' rèpoirte'd to be constnioiing 
spurs to thé railroad, and highway commtiniciations 
beyond the ordinary needs . of the country. Whit 
Japan is aiming at, and what everybody noW real- 
issM,^|sVthe maritime pro\'inMs of Riissia which the 
iwwe^ premited her from taking in 1006. 

Future historians will no doubt parailel this 
step-by-step structure of the Japanese Empiife on 
the mainland with the adroit handilhg of the con- 
federa/tion of the Germanic states by Bismark, but 
whether' Tofcio will be able to go a£ far as the Iron 
Chancellor in hewing out a solid' block of A^a from 
the Great Wall northwards, is an answer whicii can 
only be read by the omens." 

Russia is nobody's fool. She can interpret 
Tokio's tactics perfectly. l beliav.' that.. part; ot the 
Japàjaése policy was directed toxax-ds, inciting' the 
.Russians to come into ManchurliEi.to wage a defen- 
sive war and protect the railway, Tliait Riissia de- 
clintd to accept the fool's mate .stands as witness 
to her sound Judgment. Drawn far from normal 
kases, the Russians ' would have l}een overwhelmed, 
by superior forces and, with th>; Trans-Siberian 
Railway still a oiié-tràck line for a' great, part of 
its Asiatic span, support of an army in the field 
would have been impossible. That is probably the 
reason why Russia remains still placid 'eveii under 
thé provocation of the Japanese tooops hunting 
bandits dangerously close to the frontier. Riissia 
must wait, and the second line of the railway is 
being constructed with a speed that, is reported 
amazing. ITot pniy a second llus, but also a dupli- 
cate imd' is beUig'làid arotmd the north o( La k é 
Bailca, so tliat even shoiùd Ja^^àa^sueçeed in cutting 
the line below the lake/ the other would be avails, 
able for use to the Pa^ic coast. , '.

From Munich, forty miles north of U\e Austrian 
frontier, a nation-wide radio iiook-up carried the; 
pledges of over a million Germans to follow Adolf 
Hitler, tlirough thick and thin. Frcm Munich, Tjfio- 
dor Hablcht, leader 'of the Austrian Nazis, interpret- 
ed his ultimatum, to Dollfuss hi Vienna as a request 
for paiticlpatory power rather than a demand foa' 
absolute control. . ■ ' 

. Ill Vienna,' Dollfuss promptly antwunced that 
Socialism. Communism, and Nazl-ism would not be 
tolerated. Fi'om R'ague come di^tches of un- 
friendly attitudes towards Aiistria. 'Socialism 
throughout the world is planning an economic boy- 
cott of Austria. Only Italy remains the peaceful, 
though stern uelfflibor. 

The Olu-lstiau Socialist party of Dollfuss Is 
caught between the Fascist Heimwehr, which is 
sympa thetloally regarded by Mussolini, and the 
Nazis, who only yesterday were given the virtual 
.■support of the whole German people in^ the drive 
for pwer in Austria. , 

Whether Hitler will dare the pt>wer of Itàiy is 
a question. Habicht's second though regarding 
power in Vienna may have resulted from Mussoliul'a 
strong stand; half a loaf is bettec than none. On 
the other hand, Italy will have no reàson for step- 
pbig Into the Austrian TjtoI jt Germa.ny offers no 
violation of Austi-idn independence^., and Mussolini 
would probably not be sotry if lie':'c6uld' sucoéssfuliy 
goad the German Nazis into giving armed support 
to the Austiian Nazis. If Mussolini ha^ any control 
over Vienna today, he will probably keep Habicht 
out as long, as he can, for .Items knows ^ p^ 
well that she can depend - oh llïeàch ^^^ 
niatic and otherwise, ip tuiy 'operations tn:éveÀtlng 
Germany from gaining control over Austria.
